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fluctuatidn in monthiy effluent quality may occur and enforcement may pe more
a1 fficult.

We do not agree. We note that the modei which was used to gerive the
Basin Plan objectives essentially used an infinite averaging period. Since wé
accept the Basin Plan objective, any averaging period shorter than 1nfinity
should result in compliance."

We note further that the reason the TFR objective was set is To
maintain a high quality water for downstream aquifer recharge. Most aquifers
are insensitive to short-term fluctuations in recharge waté% quality. Aquifer
water quality usually repreéents a long-term average of recharge from all

sources.




The Regional Board also is concernea over large fluctuations in.
monthly effliuent qualilty if a long averaging period 1s used. It 1s true that
any averaging period could allow a discharger to discharge high quality water
most months ana then discharge very low quality water for the remaining
month(s). The low quality months can pe progressively lower as the period
pecomes longer. However, we note that the objective, which 1s designed to
protect peneficial uses, must st1i| pe met. Further, peaks of this type can
easily pe controlled py imposing a monthly maximum value.

The Regional Board raised the 1ssue of what to do the month after the
in-lieu program ends. We suggest the Regional Board use the 12-month average
(perhaps 1n conjunction with a monthly maximum discussed apove) continuously
for any plant which participates in the in-lieu program;

Accoraingly, we pelieve the situation to pe essentially the same as
when we reviéwed the issue in 1982. There 1s still a need to aliow a longer
averaging period when in-|l1eu water 1s used. Such a longer averaging ﬁer1od

will sti1ll protect water quality and meet the established objectives.

III. SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION

We encourage conjunctive use programs. As we previously held in
Order No. WQ 82-5, to allow the petitioner to participate 1n the 1n-|1éu
program, we direct the Regional Board to use a 12-month averaging procehure for
Chino Basin discharges when participating in a program which supstitutes

Colorado River water for other supplies.
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IV. ORDER

1T IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT:
